LSEWHERE in our columns will be found a 
detailed statement of the receipts and expend- 

itures for the year ending March 31, 1903. A 
comparison with a similar table published in our An- 
nual Report for 1902, and in the Record for May, 
1902, will show that the receipts for the year just end- 
ed are less than for the previous year by $74,781.16. 


_ This decrease is distributed among three items—first: 


Legacies, where there is a shortage of $61,837.08. 


Second: Individual gifts, which are less by $11,172.82, 


and third: in Gifts from Auxiliaries, which are less 
by $4,286.67. The Church Collections show an in- 
crease of $3,308.80—which is more encouraging, for

N anonymous letter recently reached the Bible

Our plans for collect- 
ing and disbursing the gifts of God’s people must be 
carefully laid and executed, but they are all worthless 
save as they are touched with this spirit of holy and 
loving consecration. The history of the Society is rich 
with the record of many such gifts. The widow’s mite 
and the rich man’s millions must be sanctified alike 
“with many prayers.” 

HE trials and triumphs of Bible translators lie 
beyond the ken of ordinary men. Every great 

Bible has chapters of unwritten history behind 

it. In our day these precious secrets are coming 
more into the foreground, and when we read of such 
aman as Bishop Schereschewsky, who has just fin- 
ished his Easy Wenli Bible—that is a more popular 
form of the Classical Chinese—we must all feel like 
bowing our heads before so great a hero. It has been 
the great privilege of the American Bible Society 
to publish his achievement, of which Dr. W. A. P. 
Martin says that he has gone higher than any sim- 
ilar enterprise in the course of the last century. Nor 
has he ceased from his labors, but has recently laid 
out a scheme for the further perfecting of his own 
work and the work of his predecessors, that is mar- 
velous for a man of seventy-two years of age. Well 
may the Protestant Episcopal Church rejoice in the 
labors of such a Minister of Christ. But it must not 
be thought that this in itself is sufficient for the needs 
of China. There are Committees at work upon 
the various languages spoken in the Middle Kingdom, 
and during the last year Committees on the Easy 
Wenli, on the High Wenli, on the Mandarin, on the 
Shanghai Colloquial, the Soochow Colloquial, and tbe 
Hinghua Colloquial have all been pressing forward to 
make “Union” Versions. These will represent not

It is the clearing-house through which the Christian 
churches of our Republic in united fellowship are 
giving the Holy Scriptures to the needy millions of 
the world. Anincreasing demand comes from foreign 
shores, and to these appeals we are listening and 
giving help to the very best of our ability. It has 
come to pass that more than one-half of the issues of 
this Society go in various tongues to supply the needs 
and desires of the destitute on distant shores. The 
issues from our Society during the past year have 
been nearly two millions, counting Bibles, Testaments, 
and Portions. It is the largest annual issue in the 
history of the Society. 
The ranks of the Officers and Board of Managers 
have been unbroken by death, for which we render 
devout thanksgiving.

The Society’s drafts to meet obligations in foreign 
lands to the amount of $18,329.41 were outstanding 
on March 31, 1903. 


Invested Funds. 


These funds were increased by legacies and gifts 
during the year $800.00, and by the death of certain 
beneficiaties, the Caleb T. Rowe Legacy, amounting 
to $34,918.13, has also become a permanent trust, 
making the total amount on March 31, 1903, $522,- 
120.72, These funds are trust funds, of which only 
the income can be expended for the purposes of the 
Society. 

The income from these permanent funds for the 
past year was $18,486.25. 

The Society also holds in trust a fund known as the 
Jonathan Burr Fund, amounting to $31,576 14, the in- 
come of which can be used only to supply the Scrip- 
tures in raised letters for the blind, This income for 
the past year amounted to $1,756.41. The Alden 
Memorial Fund, amounting to $1,000, is held for the 
same specific purpose. The income for the, year 
amounted to $45. 

The income of the Fitch Shepard Bible Fund, 
amounting to $2,937.18, has, in obedience to the terms 
of the gift, been added to the principal, which now 
amounts at par to $80,916.39. Not until this fund 
reaches the amount ot $109,000 will the income be at 
the disposal of the Managers for the benevolent pur- 
poses of the Society. 

The Society has other funds which are available for 
its general purposes. Their par value on March 31, 
1903, was $88,857.44. 


Issues, 


The total issues of the year, at home and abroad, 
amount to 1,993,558. This is an increase of 269,767 
over those of last year. Of these, 734,649 were dis- 
tributed in the United States, counting Puerto Rico 
and Hawaii, but omitting the Philippine Islands. 
This means an increase of 47,894 in the domestic 
field. 

The issues in foreign lands amount to 1,258,909, 
or 221,873 increase over the previous year. Of these 
issues, 993,454 were from the Bible House in New 
York, and 1,000,104 from the, Society’s Agencies 
abroad, being printed on mission‘ presses in China, | 
Japan, Siam, Syria, and Turkey.

BIBLE BURNING IN BRAZIL CONDEMNED. 


E published last month an account of the 
burning of Bibles in Brazil. It is evident 

that there is a better spirit growing in many 
Roman Catholic countries, and the following letter 
from our Agent, the Rev. H. C. Tucker, shows that 
Our 
Bible circulation in Brazil last year reached 70,000 
copies. 


Brazil has something of the leaven of liberty. 


Mr. Tucker writes as follows: 


I recently sent you some account of the burning of 
two hundred Bibles in the city of Pernambuco, by a 
Roman Catholic friar. The editor of one of the daily 
papers of the city, the Jornal do Recife, wrote a very 
striking and praiseworthy article, entitled, ‘““Censura- 
vel,’ strongly condemning the act. He expresses in- 
difference as to whether or not the missionary, who 
had been very active in the circulation of the Scrip- 
tures in the city, should be successful in the propaga- 
tion of his religion. He says he gives little attention 
to questions in which everyone must be a judge for 
himself, choosing freely the religion that is able to 
save him. He then adds: 

“Tf we thus think, and even if we understand that 
he (the missionary) is in the path of error, we cannot 
then agree with the burning of the Protestant Bibles 
by the friar Celestino de Pedavoli. If itis right that 
the friar should defend his doctrines, exert himself for 
the triumph of the religion of the Divine Jesus, he 
certainly has no right to make such a spectacle as 
that to which we refer, and which might easily have 
provoked different lamentable results. 

“Tt is incomprehensible how this intolerant friar 
ingenuous as he is, could have performed so censur- 
able an act, offending even fervent Catholics. More- 
over, the time has passed for stifling the human 
' intellect by fire, by persecution and violence, this 
bonfire of Bibles being a reminiscence of the fires of 
the ancient Inquisition, which caused so many evils 
to humanity, awakening even yet horrors when we 
callthem to mind. These are not the precepts taught 
by the Divine Master, who was all discretion, all, 
moderation. 

-“ This sorrowful idea of the friar Celestino scarcely 
produced indignation, without giving him even one 
inch of advantage in this conflict that he sustains with 
those who do not accept the precepts of the Catholic 
religion. 

“Since the Constitution guarantees liberty of con- 
science, we ourselves think that the act of the friar 
amounts to an attempt against our fundamental law, 
it being the duty of those who have authority to pro- 
hibit the reproduction of such acts, which give a just 
estimate of the intellectual culture of our people.

“There is a vast difference between religion and 
fanaticism; and the proselytes of fanaticism are ex- 
actly the greatest enemies of religion. It is to them 
that were due the greatest crimes in matters of relig- 
ion, before the principle of the liberty of conscience 
had come to dispel the darkness that weighed upon 
the human intelligence. 

“The bonfire made of the Protestant Bibles is an 
attack made upon this very principle, and this wor- 
thy minister of Christ(?), reflecting carefully, will see 
that his conduct does not escape the censures that 
arise from all sides against such a high-handed and 
useless act. 

‘Just imagine how shocking it would be for one to 
attempt to burn publicly the sacred images or the 
missals of the Roman Catholics. The Protestant 
Bible is the code of those who do not agree with the 
Roman Catholic principles, and the auwto-da-fé of last 
Sunday was therefore an outrage against it. 

“We hope that an act so condemnatory may not be 
repeated. 

“We sought to give publicity to the conduct of the 
friar; we now desire to give even greater publicity to 
this article, which represents the growing sentiment 
of an increasing number in Brazilian society.” 


BISHOP SCHERESCHEWSKY’S WORK. 


HIE Spirit of Missions, a monthly magazine 
published by the Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, published in the April number a most inter- 
esting interview with Bishop Schereschewsky, describ- 
ing his work as a translator, beginning in 1861 with 
the Psalms into the Shanghai Colloquia], the same 
dialect, specimens of which appear in another part of 
this magazine, then translating the Mandarin Prayer 
Book and other similar literature in conjunction with 
some others, and beginning the translation of the Old 
Testament into Mandarin in the autumn of 1865. 
This colossal undertaking occupied eight years and 
the Old} Testament was published by the American 
Bible Society on the press of the American Board of 
Missions. The article recounts the subsequent labors 


of Bishop ,Schereschewsky, to which allusion has — 


often been made in these columns. Before us lies 
a complete copy of both the Old and New Testament 
recently finished in Mandarin, and which has now 
been published by this Society. The article con-

“Your Mandarin Version of the Old Testament long 
ago placed you in the front ranks of Bible translators. 
The work youare now doing is its natural sequel, 
and cannot fail to add to, your reputation. While the 
former brought the Scriptures into the homes of the 
humble in North China, your new version will make 
them accessible to the whole Empire and to all 
classes. Simple enough for the unlearned, your style 
is sufficiently polished to please the most fastidious of 
China’s Ziterati, 

“Had our Bible societies sought the world over for 
a man combining these qualifications, they might not 
have found him. To me it has always appeared a 
signal providence that you were brought to China as 
a missionary, and that you-have been permitted to 
carry your great undertaking to its present stage. 
God grant that you may live to finish it—for His 
glory and the good of China.”

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priest welcomed him when he came as a stranger to 
Aguadilla, and may serve also to illustrate Rome’s 
methods of meeting the truth in this twentieth cent- 
ury. 
** AQUADILLA, April 16, 

“T find the people of Aguadilla much interested in 
religious things. But because of the progress which 
the gospel has made in the town, the ministers of 
Rome used all possible means to hinder me in my 
work.’ I shall never forget the events of my first day 
oflabor. I was standing in the public square, speak- 
ing to more than 150 persons, when the Roman priest 
undertook to break up the great meeting I was hold- 
ing. He employed three or four low fellows to press 
into the crowd with provoking gestures, at the same 
time scattering some little books, entitled: ‘What 
Protestantism Really Is.’ I continued speaking 
calmly, and I told the people not to go, that I wished 
yet to read them something from God’s word. Rais- 
ing my voice, I said to the disturbers, ‘Give me one 
of the little books, and come and listen to that which 
I have a great desire to read to you, the Holy Bible.’ 
The people then gathered around me more and more, 
and I presented to them the Bible itself, just as it is, 
notwithstanding the mocking and jeering of the 
priest’s emissaries. Finally, I sold a Bible to a gen- 
tleman who manifested much pleasure while he paid 
me for it. The hostile party, which included the bell- 
ringer of the church, hastened to tell the priest that 
such a person had bought a Bible. In some way, 
Sefior Cura speedily obtained possession of the book, 
and himself setting the example to ten or twelve little 
fellows, gathered in front of the principal door of the 
church, they all engaged in tearing the Bible into 
many pieces, some of which were blown by the windin- 
tomyface. One of these pieces I enclose in this letter.”

MR. CARRINGTON ON THE BENGAL SIDE - 


OF SIAM. 


R. CARRINGTON is again on a long tour, this 
time to the west coast of Siam, as the fol- 
lowing interesting notes of his journey will 

show: 

We arrived in the Province of Ranong, Siam, on 
the 2d of this month, and left on the 12th, making our 
stay there some ten days. Our sales of Scriptures in 
that Province were about 1,050, mostly in Ranong 
towns. All the sales were made by the Society's three 
colporteurs and myself, except two Portions. May 
our prayers follow this sowing of the seed, that God 
may give the harvest. 

Ranong is a beautiful province. Along with Krabu- 
ree it is the farthest northern Siamese possession on 
the Bengal side of the Malay Peninsula. This is a 
mountainous country, clad in perpetual green. The 
government town is nearly surrounded by these 
beautiful mountains, and is situated on a river about 
three hours’ pull from its mouth in a row boat. Some 
two miles from the town are hot springs, in which 
eggs can be cooked in five minutes. Their temper- 
ature is about 180°, and the water contains a white 
mineral, perhaps saltpeter. 

Rice is grown in the valleys along the rivers, but 
not in sufficient quantities to support the whole popula- 
tion. This article is also imported from Burma. The 
main industry is tin mining. The tin is brought down 
from the mines on elephants, and smelted in Ranong, 
some of the furnaces being supplied with air by steam 
power. The tin is carried by steamers to Penang, a 
largeZquantity of it being on board this steamer in 
which | am now writing. 

Considerable fruit is also grown here, but mainly 
tor home supply. 

There is also a brick yard in the town, where bricks 
are made by very slow processes, 

"The population of Ranong and Kraburee Provinces 
numbers some 13,000, of whom a few are Burmese 
and Malays, about 3,000 are Chinese, and nearly 11,000 
are Siamese. 

In Ranong town there is a small school, kept in 
the governor’s “compound.” « This school numbers 
only twelve pupils, each one paying $3 per month, 
silver. It may be called a select school, There are 
many children in the town, and a large number of 
them could be induced, no doubt, to attend a school 
in the town, i{ properly organized and properly con- 
ducted. The little school referred to is well taught, 
but cannot be expected to grow while held within the 
governor’s premises. It is indeed sad to contemplate 
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that there is so much territory not occupied by Chris- 
tian workers, and only receiving occasional visits of 
this kind. Dr. Dunlap and his colporteur worked 
diligently with the Mission’s literature, and circulated 
about 600 copies. These 1,050 copies of books of 
the Scriptures, and 600 of Christian literature should 
make lasting impressions on thé minds and hearts of 
the readers. May our most earnest prayers be for 
this. We expect to arrive at Tongkah-Pooket to- 
morrow morning, and labor there three or four days, 
then go to Takuapa. We are all well. Mrs. Dunlap 
labors among the women.

Effects packed, waiting steamer for Takuapa, our 
next place of labor. 

At Tongkah sales Scriptures, 909. All well. Great 
heat, but nights good, Expect to be in Takuapa ten 
or twelve days.

Mr. Carrington also sends us a most interesting 
letter from the Rev. W, Clifton, Dodd, which brings 
out what is often forgotten—the need of the whole 
Bible in order.to make a healthy Christianity. 


The Power of The Word Among the Ka Mt. 

The Ka Miare an illiterate people, living in French 
Indo-China. They inhabit the hills, and have most 
of the good characteristics of mountain people in 
more temperate climes. But they have some of the 
vices of heathenism. 

The Rev. Daniel McGilvary, D. D., and Rev. S. C. 
Peoples, M.D., visited these people in their hill homes 
in 1897, and in 1898 Dr. McGilvary made a second 
visit, when there were some converts to Christianity. 
Some native helpers were left to instruct these con- 
verts for some months after Dr. McGilvary’s return. 
But these Laos, helpers themselves, fell under the 
power of temptation into grievous sins. 

The following year the Laos Mission and Presby- 
tery, ignorant of the fall of the helpers, sent three 
more, a Laos minister, an elder,and a deacon. These 
again fell into'sin. It was not until 1901 that three 
Laos assistants were sent, who proved faithful in 
both teaching and life. 

In the cool season of 1902, Mr. Dodd and a com- 
pany of Laos assistants were sent by the Mission and 


Mi Christians. 

We found four villages of nominal Christians, Oe, 
one-half of whom had been baptized by the Laos 
minister before his fall. To our horror we found that 
these Ka Mt converts had never given up the use of 
arrack, or rice whiskey ; that it was all too common 
for a man to have two wives; that the relations be- 
tween the sexes were loose among young people;

and that lying and stealing were not altogether un- _ 


known among professing Christians. 


On the first evening after arrival we Seintraueu 


them, in the words of Christ himself: “If ye love : 
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me, keep my commandments,” 
John 14. 15. At the close of 
our discourse, one of them 
asked: “What command- 
ments? Wearein real doubt 
as to what Christ’s commands 
are.” 

We replied: “They are 
summed up in the Ten Com- 
mandments.” 

“But we have had so many 
and different expositions of 
these; will you answer some 
questions authoritatively for 
us ?”? 

“Yes; but from the Word 
itself. What are your ques- 
tions?”’ 

“Ts it allowable for a Chris- 
tian to steal?” For answer we 
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read Exodus 20. 15, and ex- 
pounded it. 

“Ts lying justifiable?” 
20. 16, 

“May a Christian drink arrack?” The reply to 
this question was based upon Exodus 20. 13. After 
some discussion they themselves acknowledged that 
the use of arrack shortens life—always the life of the 
user, often the life of some one else. It gives occa- 
sion for stabbing, shooting, quarrelling, impoverish- 
ing, law-suits, neglect and abuse of family; and all 
these shorten life. Hence they all seemed to be con- 
vinced that the habitual use of arrack by them is a 
violation of the sixth commandment. 

“ May a man have more than one wife?” Answer 
from Genesis 2. 24 (interpreted by I. Corinthians 6. 
16, and Ephesians 5. 31.) 

“Ts the seventh commandment prohibitive of forni- 
cation, as well as adultery?” For answer, Matthew 
Gu 2 7, 25s 

But the meeting broke up late that night, without a 
decision from these infant Christians as to whether 
they would or could keep these commandments. 

All the next day the Christians, communicants, and 
_-catechumens, of two villages, were in noisy conclave. 

We could not have opportunity to teach or exhort 
them, but gave ourselves to prayer for the very life of 
the Church among the Ka Md. And such was the 
power of the Word itself, which they had received 
clearly and specifically upon these disputed points of 
fundamental morals for the first,time.only the night 
before, and such was the “ persuading and enabling ” 
energy of the;Holy Spirit upon their hearts that day, 
in answer to agonizing prayer, that a little before 
night a delegation of them waited upon us and told us 
_ that all the Christians ot the two villages had decided 
to give up, once,for all, the use of arrack and also in- 
- dulgence in any known sin. 


Answer based on Exodus 
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From these two villages the reform spread to the 
other two, and before we left, another entire village 
of believers was added, containing fifty-five adults; 
the children we did not count, but they certainly 
numbered over thirty. This village had a struggle 
with the question of arrack; but the Word con- 
quered. 

Per contra: We were told that the fallen minister 
had been telling the people, not that he had not sin- 
ned, but that one can sin wilfully after he has received 
a knowledge of the truth, and all the time intend 
eventually to repent and be forgiven. He probably 
had never read Hebrews to. 26, 27. Poor, dear 
brother! It made us realize more than ever the im- 
perative need of the whole word of God in Laos, in 
order that the Laos may get balanced, well rounded 
Scripture truth, and teach it to the Ka Mt and other 
neighbors. 


THE BIBLE IN MEXICO. 

HE Rev. H. P. Hamilton, the Society’s Agent 
in Mexico, has forwarded his annual report, 
which will appear in due time in the Annual 

Report of the Society. Wecan make room only for 
some brief extracts of what all who are interested in 
Mexican Missions ought to read as a whole. Mr. 
Hamilton gives an interesting and valuable summary 
ot the whole Protestant mission work in Mexico. 

The work of evangelization in Mexico might be re- 
duced to a single paragraph of figures by ‘‘the man 
with a measuring line in his hand,” the statistician, 
but the one who is engaged in plowing and sowing the 
field may not find time to measure the walls thereof. 

From personal observation during twenty-three 
years in Mexico I gather a few facts from the mis- 
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sionary field, which may be of interestto}the reader 
of this report. 
f Missionaries were sent to;,Mexico because there 
were some nine millions of people here who had no 
Bible, nor any clear knowledge of its simple and di- 
vine teachings. 

The reign of Roman Catholicism had so utterly de- 
generated into political tyranny and oppression that 
the Mexicans themselves had thrown off the yoke of 
Rome, but had not taken on the yoke of Christ. 
How could a Republic do so without an open Bible? 
Although hampered by their education in ecclesias- 
tical ceremonies, and by the lack of education in 
righteousness and gospel truths, they made one of 
the noblest and most successful efforts to gain free- 
dom that has been recorded in the history of nations. 

One hundred and seventy American and English 
ministers of the gospel have been sent into Mexico, 
most of them married men; three hundred and thir- 
ty-five men and women devoted to the cause of Christ 
in this land. Five of them were sent to exclusively 
English-speaking congregations. 

Fifty-four of these have returned to the United 
States or to England on account of ill health or for 
other reasons, while twenty of them are laboring in 
other Spanish-speaking countries—South America, 
Cuba, or Puerto Rico. 

Thirteen have ended their lives in the midst of 
their labors here; one, the Rev. J. L. Stevens, as a 
martyr at the hands of a fanatic mob‘in Ahualulco 
in 1874. 

Of the seventy-one unmarried missionary ladies, 
twenty-nine have returned to the United States, and 
five have died in Mexico. Quite recently Miss Wal- 
lace, of the Presbyterian school at vane died of 
the yellow fever. 

The saintly lives of such devoted women as Mary 
Loyd, Mary Hastings, and Mrs. Josephine Hooker, 
have left deep and lasting impressions on the hearts 
of their associates. 

Of about three hundred Mexican preachers there 


have been fifty-eight martyrs, and twenty-three have 


died while still in the work. 

When a Mexican preacher falls in the ranks, no cry 
of dismay is heard, but a new call goes forth to young 
men to join the comrades who will march on, and the 
line remains unbroken. 

At present the actual working force must be some- 
thing like seventy-seven missionaries, five of them 
unmarried, and only six without direct appointment 
from missionary boards. 

There are two hundred and fifty Mexican preach- 
ers and six hundred preaching stations, some three 
hundred and fifty Sunday schools with ten thousand 
scholars, and a church membership of nearly seven- 
teen thousand communicants, and fifty thousand ad- 
herents. 

Fifteen religious papers are published, and there 
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are twenty modern church edifices, besides more 
than one hundred other houses arranged for sacred 
services. 

It has been suggested to me that the lives of the 
saints are not yet all written, for there are here men 
whose lives are wholly devoted to lifting the fallen, 
comforting the disheartened, utterly regardless of 
scorn or persecution. 

The Bible and the missions and the schools belong- 
ing to them, are little noticed by society as yet, but 
who knows what leaven is creeping upward through 
the masses ? 

It might be claimed that the open immorality of the 
Catholic clergy has been suppressed through the in- 
fluence and example of the Protestant missions. 

Fanatical newspapers put on mourning for the 
opening day of the national public schools, and de- 
nounce all educational enterprises not instituted by 
the clergy, but at least half the Roman Catholics sup- 
port and patronize the national non-sectarian schools, 
though they still support the ancient church of their 
fathers. 

No nation responds more promptly or more gener- 
ously to calls for aid for sufferers from flood, or 
drought, or earthquake, or pestilence. 

Growth there is. Just what proportion is due to 
the soil, to air, to clouds, to sun, to cultivation, is 
known only to Him that giveth the increase. 

The part undertaken by the American Bible So- 
ciety in the evangelization of Mexico is not placed by 


itself because of any difference of object or aim, but - 


for the reason that this is primarily a special annual 
report of its Mexico Agency. 

Following, however, the same lines for a moment, 
let me state again that an agent, Mr. Morris, was sent 
to this city in 1848, and that eight “corresponding 
agents” from among the missionaries residing in 
various parts of the Republic reported -the distribu- 
tion of Bibles in the years between 1857 and 1879. 
Dr. Gore represented the Society here during part of 
the year 1878 before the present agent was appointed. 

The present Agency has commissioned one hun- 
dred and twenty-three colporteurs, and fifteen of them 
have ended their lives in the work, one as a wands 
during the past year. 

Twenty-one colporteurs have become preaehieks of 
the gospel in the various denominations ; 
have given up the work, mostly because of the hard- 
ships to be endured, and five have retired on account 
of old age. Twenty-one were employed only for 
special work in certain regions, and twelve were 
suspended for incapacity. 

To-day we have thirty-one in the penalet list of 
colporteurs, most of them of long experience and de- 
voting their whole time and strength to the work. 

Including the figures for 1902, we have distributed 
since 1878 under the Mexico Agency 449,350 peeve 
of the Scriptures. 
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Their circulation in the year 1902 reaches 41,121, 
which is 5,189 more than last year, and more than 
any previous year 

More significant, however, than the increase in the 
number of volumes circulated (for the priests con- 
tinue to burn them whenever they can lay hands on 
them) is the fact that the people have paid a thou- 
sand dollars more for Bibles than in any previous 
year. 

Intimidating the people and boycotting the Bible 
are still favorite occupations of the country priests, 
as they have standing instructions from their swperz- 
ores to do so whenever opportunity offers. 

You have already heard how the veteran Florentino 
Pifia was shot by a fanatic last June in Berserac, Dr. 
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remove my bat. I cannot describe in appropriate 
terms the sacrifices of these Christian heroes, all 
made for the cause of Christ. Their reward is not 
given by man, but they will receive it from above.” 

Since this was received, Mr. Hamilton has also for- 
warded two brief illustrative incidents, sent him by 
two of his colporteurs—the first by D. Cortez, and 
the other by Concepcion Orocio. Verily all who 
love heroic patience in Christian labor must, as Mr. 
Hamilton’s report suggests, “take off their hats’ to 
such men,

_ Emeterio Valdez, who was ill, but went on better in 
3 health, and Mr. Blachley, who came to the Sanita- 
rium, suffering now some three months from fever 
contracted in the ‘hot country.’

_colporteurs,” says Mr. Chastain, “I am inclined to 


whom I spoke of my 
mission as a colporteur. Some of them told me that 
they knew nothing of the Bible, and that they wished to 
secure it, and afterwards I sold several Bibles to them. 
Allow me to tell you. now of another incident in 
my experience. One day I was passing along a 
street in the suburbs of the city, where I was canvas- 
sing, when I saw in one of the houses an old lady ~ 
reading a large Bible. I halted at the door and of- 
fered to sell her a book. “I already have it,” she re- _ 
plied. ‘“‘Do you not see? I am reading it.” I at 
once told her that, because I had seen her reading 
the book, I had stopped to ask how she liked it, and 
how she had obtained it. She then explained, “I 


bought it three years ago of Mr. Balchi (Blachley), 


and I began to read it at once. About six months 
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afterwards I ceased to believe in the saints, and about 
nine months from the time I bought the book I 
stopped going to confession, and when a year had 
passed by, I began to attend Protestant services. 
But not until several months after this did I remove 
from my waist a rough rope that a priest had given 
me to wear for penance, I had been enjoined by the 
priest to wear this piece of a rope next to my body, 
day and night, for five years, in order to expiate my 
sins. I had worn that cursed rope for two years 
when, by the teachings of this divine book and by the 
preaching of the gospel, I came to see that it was 
utterly useless to me, and I threw it into the fire.” 

‘This old lady is now a member of an evangelical 
church, and she related this story to me with tearful 
eyes, at the same time her countenance was lighted 
up with Christian joy. I encouraged her to be faith- 
ful until death, and after heartily shaking hands we 
separated. 

Sefior Orocio writes as follows : 

For me the work has been especially beautiful of 
late. Sometimes daybreak would find me reading 
the Bible in the lodging houses or private homes 
where I had passed the night. I also have noticed 
that the people were much interested in hearing the 
Scriptures read. Groups of up to fifteen persons 
have remained awake the whole night long listening 
while we read and talked of Christ and his work as 
the Saviour of the world. 

Tepatitlan is a town wholly fanatic; notwith- 
standing, one night I read the New Testament in’one 
of the homes, that of Thomas Nieto. I had worked 
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half a day without selling a single volume, and had 
even been interfered with by some of the fanatics. But 
that night I had lodged in the home of Mr. Nieto, and 
when he heard the New Testament read he called his 
children and some friends, and they heard the read- 
ing of the life of Jesus with rapt attention. After- 
wards Mr. Nieto exclaimed, ‘We had never known 
that this book, so hated by the priests, and, through 
their influence also by others, contained the true his- 
tory of the redemption of the world. Some years ago,” 
he continued, “there visited this town a tall Ameri-— 
can, who also sold books. And I now believe that 
it was this very book that he was offering for sale; 
but then we did not understand, and we attempted 
to kill him, and would have accomplished our object 
had not the authorities interfered. Now I most 
heartily repent of having attempted such a crime to- 
gether with my companions, for I see now that we are 
totally blind”? Then addressing those present, he 
said, “ Now, my friends, nobody is going to leave this 
house without first buying one of these little books. 
They only cost fifteen cents, and whoever does not 
have that amount’! will loan to him, so that he can 
buy before he leaves. We should examine the book 
and search for the truth, and if we find it evil we will 
burn it; but not until after we have all read it. We 
are all in search of salvation, and it is never too late 
to reject the evil and follow the good.” 

Each bought a copy of the New Testament, and 
so at midnight, the hour at which we separated, I sold 
thirteen New Testaments, and this in such a fanatical 
place as Tepatitlan. : te 


DOMESTIC DEPARTMENT. 


ANOTHER MOVEMENT TO REACH THE 
COLORED PEOPLE OF THE SOUTH. 


UR Field Agent, the Rev. Dr. Thomas H. Law, 
writes from South Carolina the following in- 
teresting impressions of a new movement 

among the colord people of the South: 


Mr. JohnC. Martin, a wealthy and zealous Christian 
gentleman of New York City, desiring to use for the 
betterment of the negroes of the South some of the 
money which the Lord has intrusted to him, believes 
that the best way to accomplish his purpose is to 
improve the negro preachers. To this end he.has 
employed the Rev. W. B. Rankin, D.D., formerly 
District Superintendent of the American Bible Society 
for Texas, as the general agent of his scheme; and 
has adopted the plan of holding, at various places 
throughout the South, Institutes under the supervi- 
sion and direction of Dr, Rankin, for the special 
instruction of the colored preachers in the functions 
of the ministry. 


One of these institutes was held in March, at 
Orangeburg, S. C., in the chapel of the Claflin Uni- 
versity, for colored people. It covered three days, 
with an extensive programme ‘of set addresses by 
ministers white and colored, of various denomina-_ 
tions. The attendance was large, some two hundred 
names being enrolled ; the enthusiasm was great, and 
the influence was doubtless far-reaching. Mr..Martin 
himself was present, taking a lively interest and an 
active partin all the proceedings, and Dr. Rankin, 
the zealous and efficient manager, kept his hand on 
everything. 

As one who attended, took part, and entered heart- 
ily into the spirit of this institute, I would record my 
impressions of it. ; 

First.—Mr. Martin’s motive is certainly very noble 
and generous. In the spirit of true Christian con- 
secration, he is seeking to use for God’s service the 
wealth intrusted to his stewardship, and in a way to 
benefit religiously his needy fellow-men. Although 
himself an earnest Presbyterian, he recognizes no- 
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distinction of denomination, and strives to benefit all. 
And although the enterprise is large, and the cost 
heavy, he cheerfully meets all the incidental expenses 
out of his own purse. 

Second.—His effort is clearly in the right direction. 
The negroes are a very religious people; nearly all, 
no matter what their moral character may be, attend 
church, and are connected with some congregation. 
Consequently their preachers, who are recognized 
leaders, exert a great influence over them, and should 
be properly trained for this important leadership. 

Third.—It is evidently a work very much needed. 
Many of these ministers have had my limited instruc- 
tion as to the nature and duties of the ministerial 
office. Some can hardly read correctly; many, while 
they preach on the Sabbath, have to work at their 
secular trades during the week for a livelihood; and 
very few have had any adequate education for the 
ministry. If then Mr. Martin can succeed in supply- 
ing the needed instruction to these pastors, he will 
accomplish a good and valuable service 

Fourth.—Whether the enterprise will be a success, 
and the results prove themselves to commensurate 
with the labor and the expense involved, remains to 
be seen. The work is certainly good in itself, and is 
clearly in the right direction; the Bible is held up and 
magnified as the one infallible rule of faith and duty, 
and the source of all religious teaching and preach- 
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ing; and the instruction is given just where it is spe- 
cially needed. Of course, the hurried exercises of a 
brief institute, covering at best only a few days, can 
only meet the necessities of the case in part. But it 
will do good. We bid the effort God-speed, and 
wish it the greatest success. 


OUR FIELD AGENTS. 

T gives some impression of the work of our Field 
| Agents, that one of them, the Rev. John Pearson, 
D.D., has within his territory Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia, Indiana, Illinois, and Michigan, forty-six Pres- 
byteries of the Presbyterian Church, North. It is his 
duty, so far as possible, to visit them all, and as they 
all meet within two weeks, ordinarily it will be seen 
that it must take him some years todo so. He has, 
therefore, put himself into communication with them 
with a view to bringing the claims and needs of the 
Society before them. The Cincinnati Presbyterians, 
he writes, gave him a very cordial reception, and at 
Cleveland, where he was in attendance at the time of 
writing, he had the same happy experience. This, 
however, is but one of many denominations which Dr. 
Pearson must try to reach. There may be those who 
fancied that the Field Agent of such a Society as this 
hold a sinecure position. A glance at their monthly 
reports would quickly dissipate such an impression.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


AN APPEAL TO ALL READERS OF THE 
; BIBLE. 

HE following appeal was issued recently by the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. It is fol- 
lowed by the list of subscribers, His Majesty 

the King heading the list with one hundred guineas. 
There are several thousand pounds subscribed, in- 
cluding one from the President of the Society. 

The Centenary year of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, which will be completed on March 7, 
1904, is a significant event in the history of the Church, 
the Nation, and’aboveall, the Kingdom which cometh 
not with observation. The Committee (consisting of 
thirty-six laymen representing various churches) de- 
sire to call the attention of all Bible readers to the 
success God has given the Society in the pursuance 
of its one object, and to the need for further conse- 
cration of men and money to the work of sending 
forth the gospel into all the world. 

A well-known historian tells us that toward the end 
of the sixteenth century ‘“‘ England became the peo- 
ple of a book, and that book was the Bible.” If the 
Reformation made our fathers “the people of the 
Book,” the Bible Society, during the last hundred 


years, has made the Bible “the Book of the people,” 
and that in a sense wider than even its founders 
dreamed of. It is a great national institution, but its 
benefits are international, and are extended equally to 
all human beings without distinction or limitation of 
any kind. 
Directly or indirectly the Society has greatly multi- 
plied versions of the Scriptures. When it began its 
work a century ago they had not been translated into 
fifty languages. At the close of the century the trans- 
lation of the Bible into over a hundred languages has 
been completed, and is in course of completion in at 
least three hundred and thirty other languages. The 
Divine Message is now printed in their mother tongue 
for all peoples speaking the great languages cf the 
world. In considerably over a hundred cases the 
Society, in conjunction with the missionary societies, 
has done pioneer work in reducing speech to writing, 
and laying the foundation of literature. Not only in 
this way has it reminded us of the miracle of Pente- 
cost, but by its publication and diffusion of the Scrip- 
tures, it has enabled countless multitudes to read “in 


their own tongue the wonderful works of God.” Over _ 
one hundred and eighty million volumes have been 


carefully disseminated in many lands by this one So- — 
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ciety, and wherever the books have gone they have 
been placed within the reach of the humblest and 
poorest seeker after truth. God is using these vol- 
umes to civilize and to permeate by the leaven of 
righteousness the outward life of many nations, But 
the visible results of Bible circulation, great though 
they be, are small compared with the unseen results 
which elude statistical expression. The multitude 
cannot be numbered who have been “ born again, not 
of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible.” 

For past achievements and present successes the 
Committee humbly and heartily give to God all praise 
and all glory. 

But if the retrospect has its triumphs, the prospect 
has opportunities of even greater things than these. 
There are still at least four hundred and fifty millions 
of people into whose tongues no word of the Bible 
has ever been translated. And even in the case of 
nations for which versions have been prepared, only 
a fraction of the people have been yet supplied with 
copies. Ifthe one hundred and eighty million volumes 
produced by the Society during its history were all 
still in existence, there would only be sufficient to 
provide for one-eighth of the present generation of 
the human race. Vast sums of money will be needed 
merely to place portions of Scripture in the hands of 
the three hundred millions of India, and the four hun- 
dred millions of China, and then half the world will 
still remain to be supplied. For this end also men 
and women are needed as colporteurs and Bible- 
women to carry the books to the houses of the people, 
and to testity to the saving power of the Christ they 
reveal. Hundreds of them might be employed in 
this humble and often heroic service if only Christians 
would pray the Lord. of the harvest to send forth 
laborers, and would, by acts of personal sacrifice, pro- 
vide the means. From all sides the cry is heard “Come 
over and help us,’’ and the Committee cannot turn a 
‘deaf ear. They ask, therefore, that Centenary thanks- 
giving may be expressed in Centenary Thankoffer- 
ing. Since 1898 the total expenditure of the Society 
has been £39,675 in excess of the income for the same 
period—not because the income has fallen off, but 
because of the natural expansion of the work. The 


following figures, which give the Society’s issues for 


a series of decades, will show how steady the growth 
has been:

_- Infspite of economies exercised in administration 
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the expenditure is growing, for the simple reason that 
the work of selling Scriptures at a financial loss is 
more and more costly as the work succeeds. For 
the maintenance of established and growing Agencies 
the Committee appeal to old friends to increase their 
ordinary subscriptions, and to new friends to become 
annual subscribers. 

In addition to the request for a permanent increase 
in income, the Committee appeal for gifts toa special 
Centenary Fund of at least 250,000 guineas. This 
money is not to provide any permanent endowment, but 
to meet present and urgent needs among many peoples. 
These are preeminently days of open doors; we have 
just now opportunities such as have never been known 
before, and if they are lost they may be lost for ever. 
On the Continent of Europe, in nearly every country, 
there is a steadily growing demand for the Scriptures. 
In Asia, the railway across Siberia, the entrance of 
Western ideas and ideals into China, the opening up 
of Korea, our ‘alliance with Japan, the liberation of 
the Philippines from Spanish rule, and the progress 
of education in India, speak to the Bible Society to 
“go forward.” In Africa the development of the 
Soudan under British influence, the success of mis- 
sions in Uganda, and political changes after the war 
in South Africa, provide spheres of Bible work which 
ought at once to be occupied. Colporteurs are also 
looking with yearning hearts from the South up into 
Rhodesia, and from the West into the hinterland and 
the Sahara. In South America the Bible has never 
yet been seen in at least five million homes. There 
are stretches of country—themselves almost equal to 
continents—where virgin soil awaits the ploughshare, 
and noseed of the Word has yet been sown. Central 
America, countries within the Arctic Zone, and the 
islands of the seas, all afford opportunities of develop- 
ment. The needs indeed are great—North, South, 
East, and West. Old versions need revising, partial 
versions need completing, new versions are called for. 
The blind, too, of all nations need spiritual light, and 
versions in embossed type for many tongues are re- 
quired. Additional machinery for publication and 
distribution the world over is an immediate necessity. 
For these purposes the Committee make their special 


appeal, and as men of business and men of faith they | 


will take care that the new work shall not be spas- 
modic and ephemeral, but, by God’s blessing, per- 
manent and lasting. They have themselves promised 
over £10,000, and this is in some measure a proof and 
guarantee of the strength of the appeal. They ask 
for donations from all Bible readers whose love for 
Christ is shown by love for their brethren—donations 
determined by tkeir ability to give, by their personal 
indebtedness to the word of God, and by the supreme

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The stated meeting of the Board of Managers was 
held at the Bible House on Thursday, May 7, 1903, 
Theophilus A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice President of the 
Society, in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by Dr, E. P. 
Ingersoll, who read a portion of the seventeenth 
chapter of John, and offered prayer. 

Among other items of business were the following : 
Grants of Scriptures were made to the number of 
63, among them to an Industrial School at Albuquer- 
que, New Mexico; to a Greek Mission on Coney 
Island, 25 Greek New Testaments; 2 dozen Creek 
Testaments to the Indian Mission, at Muskogee, In- 
dian Territory; a Bible to the Home for Friend- 
less Girls, New York City; to the Confederate 
Home at Austin, Texas, 50 Bibles; to the Women 
Executive Committee of the Board of Domestic Mis- 
sions, R. C. A., for mission purposes in South Da- 
kota, 50 Bibles and Scriptures for the Blind to the 
value of $31.69. 

- The following appropriations were made for the 
year ending June 30, 1904: To the China Agency, 
$38,000; to the Japan Agency, $7,500; to the Korea 
Agency, $2,500; to the Philippine Agency, $12,000; 
to the Levant Agency, $42,000; to the Siam and Laos 
Agency, $3,000. Total, $105,000. To the Presby- 
terian missionaries in Persia for the year ending 
May 1, 1904, $2,000, and to the Arabian Mission (Re- 
formed Dutch Church), $400. 

Action was taken calling the attention of the Chris- 
tian churches of America to the Anniversary Celebra- 
tions of the organization of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, and suggesting, in accordance with the 
wishes of that Society, that Sunday, March 7, 1904, be 


in some way observed by the churches. 
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The Secretaries reported the following consign- 
ments to foreign Agencies during the’ month!¥€of 
April: To the Central “American Agency, 6,516 
volumes, value $1,654.62; to the Cuba Agency, 12 500 
volumes, value $2,714 oe total, 19,016 volumes, 
at $2,714.78. 

The issues from the Bible House during the month 
of April were 97,166 volumes.
